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the end of the world. Revelation will reveal additional details about some of the same kingdoms, powers 
and events that we saw in Daniel. 

Understanding Revelation’s relationship to the rest of the Bible is imperative for a proper interpretation 
of its prophecies. In fact, much of Revelation refers to or alludes to other Bible prophecies, stories 
and passages. Revelation is appropriately the last book of the Bible because in its pages all scripture 
culminates in a glorious climax. 

Revelation can best be understood if there is some awareness of the literary style and devices which are 
used to structure and emphasize this book. Revelation is written in a literary style known as a chiasm (KIE- 
asm), a double list of related items in which the order of the second list is opposite to, or a mirror image, 
of the first. So in this way the Introduction is related to the Conclusion, the 7 churches are related to the 
New Jerusalem, the 7 seals are linked to the millennium, and in the middle of the book, the 7 trumpets and 
the woman in white correspond to the 7 last plagues and the woman in scarlet. The first half of the book is 
organized in four prophetic sweeps of time that cover from the New Testament era to the second coming, 
reflecting the format of the prophecies of Daniel.
